he development of Hope, and which 
s not commonly thought of i as an in- 
dustry. I'm speaking of the news- 
paper industry. It's perfectly natural 
!or me to think of newspapers in that 
way, 
since- for two generations past 


all of the men of my family have 
>een newspapermen, and I began work 
n a newspaper office at the age of 
ten years, But my purpose now is not 
to talk about myself, but to try and 
show you that the newspaper indus- 
try in Hope has in the past meant 
much to this community, at present 
means more than it ever has before, 
and promises even greater things in 
;he future.

No industry in Hope could validly 


claim much identification with the 
progress of the community or probab- 
ly so great an influence in that prog- 
ress. Hope appeared on the map with 
the coming of the railroad, which was 
in the year 1873. One of the first en- 
terprises to be launched was, a news- 
paper called The Star of Hope, pub- 
lished and edited by Col. A. W. Hob- 
son, the plant being located in a tent. 


In 1874 Claude McCorkle, as a very 


young man, came to Hope from Cam- 
den, and worked in this newspaper

"Hope is the eleventh lagre?t news- 


paper city in Arkansas, as measured 
by circulation of the Hope Star and 
volume of its annual business. From 
what miK'-it be inelegantly but rather 
accurately described as a shirt-tail- 
iull-oi equipment, the central figure 
in which was an old-time Washington 
hand press like Ben Franklin once 
used, newspaper equipment in Hope 
has come to mean a modern plant 
built around an 8-page Duplex auto- 
matic newspaper press which prints, 
cutr. and folds without the use of any 
human hand, and a battery of three 
linotypes with which to tell the story 
cf the day's happenings. 


"The old Star of Hops was, in the 


beginning, essentially a one- man 
newspaper. On the payroll of The 
Rope Star are t\velve adults and ten 
n,e\ysboys.

$21,000 yearly, all of which gtes to 
home people and is spent here in the 
city. To the layman, probably the 
most impressive way of stating the 
case is that sixty tons of paper, cost- 
ing 54,100,00 are used each year n send- 
ing the Hope Star to its readers. This 
paper comes in 'rolls, each roll being 
a sheet three miles long. This paper 
goes through the press at the speec 
of one wile per ;hour, and during the 
year 420 miles of paper are used. A 
mile of paper is needed for each reg- 
ular daily edition, the remainedr be- 


ng required for editions larger than 
the minimum, which are required to 
care for demands made by news fea- 
tures and advertising patronage. 


"Now. we come, back -to the in- 


fluence whinh the newspaper industry 
has exerted in the development of 
Hope. 
No enterprise has been adr 


vanced for the development of this 
city and section in' which the news- 
paper has' not had a part. This will 
of course continue to be true.
